Horseshoe Pond is a warm, shallow pond ideally
suited to management for its warmwater fishery. Bass and
pickerel exhibit good growth rates and spawning areas for
these species are adequate. The lack of tributaries and
the absence of cold water during the warm summer months
preclude the possibility of establishing coldwater
fisheries.
